People who know say a single 
rat can wade through $9 worth 
of dry com without any trouble 
whatever, and destroy 
another 
$90 worth in the process. 
They’re mighty expensive crit­ 
ters to tolerate in town or coun­ 
try. both by virtue of the food 
they eat and some 27 diseases-- 
including typhus fever and bub­ 
onic plague—they are known to 
spread. 
This time of year rats wiM be 
In field burrows. Soon though, 
with rural harvest well underway 
and 
cooler w e a t h e r coming, 
they'll move into grain bins and 
feed stack* and buildings where 
food is stored. 
If you’re interested in keeping 
them out of your place, now’s 
the time to formulate a plan to 
deprive them of food and shelter 
this winter and avoid a repeti­ 
tion of last year’s record-break­ 
ing infestation. 
Start 
by 
burning 
or 
piling 
scrap lumber at least two feet 
off 
the 
ground. 
Scatter 
feed 
stack chaff and manure piles ov­ 
er fields. And keep the inevitable 
weeds and grass around outbuild­ 
ings cut so as not to attract rats. 


Rats breed so rapidly that mere 
killing campaigns without accom­ 
panying sanitation are worthiest. 
On the other hand, striking re­ 
ductions in rat populations have 
been made by rat proofing with­ 
out killing procedures. 
Farm buildings in good repair 
are seldom Infested with rats, so 
it follows that’s the way to keep 
them Check to make sure walls 
are tight and that floors and 
foundations 
are 
crack-less. 
A 
strip of galvenized metal three 
feet or so high, placed around 
the base of a building will keep 
rats 
out -provided 
they 
can’t 
get through the floors. 
By and large, rats as a group 
probably prefer grain to any oth 
rr type food. Which is a good 
argument in favor of building 
new grtnaries tight and off the 
ground. 
All known rat runs ought to 
be baited with poison. In one 
closely supervised campaign, al 
most 12,000 rats were killed at 
a cost of about 4 cents per rat. 
Warfarin bait was used; and the 
amount required to kill a rat av­ 
eraged slightly less than a quar­ 
ter pound.
